Mpartiality is effential to a true critic. °Tis 
his province to point out the beauties, as 
well as the defeéts, of a work of learving ; 

] to proportion his approbation to its merit 5 
ard never to pafs gencral cenfures, but to 

confine them t® fuch particulars, as may 

pear defeétive. Nay, ’tis his duty to admit of every juft 
defence, and even to retrsét wharever he himfelf may 
have erroncoufly advanced, againft any performance, as 
foon as his own miftakes are pointed out to him. This 
candor is as requifite to his charsGer, as wit, judgment, 

‘or erudition ; fince the latter qualifications, when not re- 

gulated by the foriner, may prove highly injurious, by 
amufing the world with falfe reprefentations, and miflead- 

jng them to wrong opinions of things. — Whoever there- 
fore is not thus impartial in his decitions, has no claim to 
the character of a critic; but deferves the urmoft contempt 
aod indignation. How far Mr. A,B. the writer of two 
letters in your Journals, the firft in that of April sth, and 
the fecond in that of May 24th, againft the Generar 

Dictionary, HistroricaL anv Critica, will ftand this 
tet, we fhall now examine. He, indeed, {pecicufly pro- 
feflestthe higheft difintereftednefs ; whilft the reverie is evi- 
dent from every article of both letters. He writes with 
a degree of paflion, incompatible with the chara¢ter of 
afcholar, or of a gentlemen. He pafies a general eer-fure 
upon our work, tho’ his exceptions relate only to a par- 
ticular part of it; he aggravates every thing beyond its 
true proporticn, and would have his falfe fuggeftions pafs 
for seal faéts ; whilft, onthe other fide, he palliates and en- 
deavours to skreen the flagrant and numerous errors of a 
pretended Tranflation of Mr. Baywr’s Didtionary. 1s this 
riticifing, as he recommended to you in his firft letter, the 

eral fchemes ard performances, as they came out ; and 
frewing the public what the one is, and what they may ex- 
pel from the other ? ata time that he himfelt is guiity of 
the moft egregious mifreprefentation of the one, and is 
filent upon the omiffions and notorious blunders of the 
other? nay, he recommends, in fome meafure, the moft 
faulty tranflation that was perhaps ever publifhed in any 
haguage. | 

To mention fome inftances of his partiality, with fe- 
gad to our performance.—lIn his firft letier he kad inti- 
mated, that the article ABhoLonyMus was drawn up at 
fecond hand from Usner, Morert, end other modern au- 
thors ; and that we had not had iecourfe to the originals ¥ 
this we refuted in the moft convinc:ng manner ; and it ap- 
pears from his taking no notice of cur enfwer, in his ie- 
cond letter, that he ftands ccnvitted of an egregious falfe- 
hood, Where then was. his fincerity in affirming in that 
letter, that we could not anfwer his animadvertions? — 

He then athims, that the article cf Ropext Apnot, an 
Exgiifh bifiop, is, among others, tranflated from Moreri, 
and the Supplement. This is an inftance either of the -ut- 
mot difingenuity, or the moft extreme igncrance; fince 
that article 1s Mr. Bayve’s.— He afterwards affirms, with 
awair of the greatclt confidence, chat there is fcarce an 
article of cur additions, but what cor.tains fome grofs errors 5 

the orthographical faults are as numerous aimoft a the 
wames them/eives 5 and that cur work 1s more faulty [ than 

the pretexded Tranflation| in all refpects. This is, indeed, a 

id aflestion ; but, as we have given ivftances, that he 
$ no veracity, we prefume his bare affirmations wili 
mke no impreffion upon the candid learned part of man- 
hind : and indeed we defy him to prove what he advances. 

And here we call upon him to flew, that°vur adciticnal 
aticles (not relating to the Oriental [iftory ) in our firft 
fumoer, and our whole fecond number, are full ot errors ; 
My. that our tranflation is more faulty than we heve 
Proved the other to be. If he can do this, then let the 
Pulic pronounce againftus: otherwife, let this writer, who 
thus wounds in the dark, take to himéelf the flame and 
Cchtution juilly due to fo bafe a mifieprefenta’ion. 

He goes on to charge us with a hardy fallebood for de- 

Hime, that feveral of our articles ave meer traiveripts from 
foreRt, avd other Dichtonaries; and alio with plagiarim, 

/ fur prefling the names of authors, Let the reader judge, 
t regard is to be paid to him inthis point, fince Le has 
‘icribed, as was flewn above, even one of Nir. Bayre’s 
“Ucles to Mongri, Rut what we iniifed woon, and fill 
®, 18, that even thefe articks are not tran firiled trem thele 
eronarics, fince we have sultreted thers with roves, 
Bich are generally the moft cor ficersble part cf thole

to fay no more, than that they are copied from thofe Dic- 
tionaries, at leaff as to the ext. . And whh regard to his 
aflerticn, that we have /appre/s’d the names of the authors, 
from whom we have berrow’d part of the text of a few of 
our additional articles; in cur ift number 5 we can affirm 
this to te an abfolute falfehood, fince we have generally 
quoted them, and particulsily D’ Herwrtot., but with 
what modefty can he charge us with plagiarifm, fince we 
acknowledge in oui freface, that we have feleéted trom 
the French, Italian, German, Dutth, and. otker Hijtertcal 
Dittionaries, ail fuch particulars as we imagined wenld im- 
prove cur plan? And yet this we have only doe in feme 
few inftances, in cur ft number : and why unceed flould 
we reje€t an article for no other reafen than that part of 
it was jn thofe Diétiencries ? The fame argument might 
be offer’d againft all former Dictionaries : #0 that what- 
ever our. critic has advanced on this head, is falfe and ma- 
licious. He vouchiafes to own, that D’ Herserot con- 
tains a vaft treafure of eaficrn knowledge: why then 
fhould we be reftiained frcm making prop.r ufe of it? — 
But we have ftill a much greater piece of injuftice to re- 
monftrate againft, which is, his affimirg that our acdi- 
tions will {well to ten volumes : this, indeed, dcfeives the 
fevereft reprimand ; tor nothing cen be more unirue, fince 
the additions under fome particular ietters are much preater 
than under others, Belides, we were far from intending, 
that the Guantity of our additions fl.ould be ablolutely de- 
termined by comparing our 1ft number with *Bayce’s ar- 
ticles ; we only referring the reacers to thofe additional ar- 
ticles, in order to refute his falfe iniinuation, that they 
would make but one volume. And now let us admire the 
protcurd jucgment ot this critic: in bis firft letter he af- 
fe,ts, that our additionaltarticles would make but one 
volume; and in his {econd letter he fays, they will {well 
to tin. 

There is one circumftance, however, in Mr. A. B’s con-

He 
profefies, indeed, that he is concern’d tor the latter, Only 
as “tis cheaper then our General Didtionary: but fuseiy a 
perfon ot his judgment will hardly think the cheapeft 
work the beft : atid befides, we prefume, that original 
ccmpolitions, wherein io many authors are to be coniule- 
ed in a critical way, deferve a gicater price than mere 
tranflation, were it as good as theirs is bad —]n fl.ort, up- 
on the mefi impartial view, “twill te found, that his ex- 
ceptions relate almoft Wholly to fome of the oriental ar- 
ucies in our sft number, and that chiefly with regard to 
the orthography ot the names. And here we fhall be fo 
candid as to own, that there are fome inaccuracies of that 
kind in it; which we have fince taken efic€tual care to 
remedy, by cerferming to the Enghth manner of writing 
them, as may be feen in our fecond number. But are 
iuch inaccuracies in point of orthography, and that ina 
branch ot hittory, and from langueges fo little known, 
end which are only in a fimall part ot the aft Number of 
our work ; aie fuch inaccuracies as thefe of fuch conte- 
quence, as he would repreient them to the public? Mr. 
Baye himlejt has committed {ome errors of as great im- 
portence, in his crientalarticles; and D’ Herveror is by 
this critic himielf acknowledged to be very inaccurate, as 
we have evidently proved in our fecond number, on feve- 
tal occafions. But what man of candor or judgment 
wou!ld pretend to expicde thofe two valuable writcrs, mcre- 
ly cn that account? Some few inaccuracies in the Arabic 
aruices might juftly claim excufe in one number only: 
but the cafe 1s vafty different with the undertakers of the 
pretended Tranfaticn, whom we have already proved from 
thew two fit numbers, and can from sll the ten they have 
publifled, to be profoundly ignorant, not only of hiay 
and the learned languages, bur even of the medein.

The proprietors of the pretefided Trarflation of Mr, 
Bayxn’s Diétionary have promifed the world a Supplement 
to it; but then they have not told us when this is rd be 
executed, wor in what manner, nor by whom: we fhall 
therefore only obferve, that it it be of the fame caft witli 
their tranflation, as we mey realonebly prefutme, confider- 
ing what kind of writers ase generally empley’d by beck 
fellers, it muft neceflarily prove a work ef uncommon ac 
curacy, avd extentive learning; end we flall recdiiy con- 
giatulate the world on the great improvements and advan 
tage they mutt receive from iuch a pertormance.
